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The Choice 

The President's proposed 1049 budgets asks for 
record cxponditurc3 tor socialized Federal electric 
power projects — even as It aslcs for record expenditures 
in many other directions. The Reclamation Bureau Is 
scheduled for nearly twice last year's request, the TVA 
would get more than $100,000,000 to carry on its cor- 
porate stale activities in tlie Southeast, and the Army 
Engineers are slated for about $150,000,000 more than 
they were given last year for flood control. All In all, 
proposed Federal spending for electric power develop- 
ment ?nd related worlc would come to about $1,000,000- 
000. In addition, enormous sums are asked for purposes 
which have an Indirect connection with the drive to 
socialize the power resources of -the United States. 

Just how this kind of spending — and this kind of 
public policy— can be justified, when economy is need- 
ed, IS one of the biggest questions of the hour. There Is 
no qu 'stion of the ability of the electric utility industry 
to serve the country i£ permitted to do so — it is now 
carrying on the most costly expansion program in its 
history, and the ration of reserve capacity to power 
sales is increasing. The much talked about "power 
Ahort:ii'e," predicted by government ownership pro- 
moters for 15 years, that was supposed to blanket the 
country this winter hasn't occurred and, according to 
i'he experts, will not occur.

. Watch Open Flame Heaters 

According to englnoors of the National Board of 
Fire Undcnvrltcrs , emergency operation of unvontcd 
open flame gas and oil heaters brings a serious hazard 
lo life in the home. If a house is tightly closed or a 
room is small, the oxygen present is gradually burned 
up, and the products of combustion develop dangerously 
high percentages of deadly carbon monoxide. The com- 
bination of toxic carbon monoxide and the asphyxiation 
produced by Inadequate oxygon may result in a drowsy, 
painless death. 

Inasmuch as heaters are frequently used to Im- 
plement regular heating systems, three safety rules 
suggested by the National Board should be known tn 
every householder. First, the doors to individual rooms 
in which the heaters arc burning should not be closed. 
Second, the heaters should never be left burning upon 
retiring for the nighL Finally, the heaters should not 
be used as the permanent or sole source of heat for 
habitable rooms. 

Smoke issuing from any open flame heater is a 
danger signal— it indicates a deficiency of oxygen, or 
a dirty or badly-adjusted burner. A number of deaths 
were caused by the heaters during recent cold spells, 
and knowledge and caution in the home can prevent a 
rcpotitlon of these tragedies.
